The train when it left Sparks at 


11:10 o'clock on the n^ght of July Sd, 
consisted of an engine and one car, 
the later containing Mr. - Calvin and 
his wife. They Were anxious to reach 
the bedside of their daughter, who 
had underwent an operation -at Salt 
Lake. The young lady was reported 
in a critical condition.

District Attorney Is Investigating 


Identity of Man Found 


Near Sparks 


For Warm Days 


District Attorney Craig Is a 
very 


busy man these hot days. At present 
there are seven persons awaiting trial 
In the county jail upon charges rang- 
ing from petty larceny and misdemean- 
ors to felony and two are awaiting che 
action of the grand jury. So it Is vary 
probable that a grand Jury will 
be 


called by Judge Curler some time dur- 
ing the month of July. 


Next week the regular trial calen- 


dar of the district court will occupy 
the attention of the prosecuting attor- 
ney and the six cases pending In, the 
justice court, will be tried during the 
evenings of next week. 


Mr. Craig will be obliged to work 


a double shift next week by reason cf 
the plethora of business in his 
de- 


partment. 


"In all the criminal cases," said Mr: 


Craig. "I make it a point to see that 
the prisoner gets a trial as quickly as 
possible, not only from the view point 
of expediency 'and economy so far as 
the county Is concerned, but because 
a man charged with a crime is en- 
titled to a preliminary hearing within 
two days after his arrest. For this 
reason we will be obliged to try the 
half dozen or more criminal cases In 
the justice' court during the evening's 
of next week, commencing Monday."

day by Judge Pollock, sitting in the 
court of Judge Nash, who has been 111 
for several days. 


The plaintiff testified that Mrs. How- 


ard had without

thrown his trunks and clothes out of 
the house and that a bottle of olive oil 
and Ink was broken In one of hla 
trunks, ruining his clothes. 


Mrs. Howard Informed the court that 


Mr. Alexander was not a desirable 
tenant and she had upon the advice of 
her attorneys placed hiu effects on the 
sidewalk as the best way of getting 
rid of him. 


The testimony brought 
out 
some 


rather acrimonious passages between 
the parties in the action and the court, 
when the case was closed, took the 
matter under advisement. 


LOUIS UN CHN 


WITH STEALING 


District Attorney W. B, Craig has 


written the chief of police at Seattle 
with a view to finding the dentist of 
F. B. Goudy, the former Seattle rev- 
enue collector, who was ' supposed to 
have either committed suicide or have 
been killed In a Held near Sparks a 
month ago. 


If Mr. Craig succeeds In finding the 


dentist who did work fori'Mr. Goudy 
he will tie able to determine positively 
whether or not the body of the un- 
known man found in a badly decom- 
posed condition on June 9 is that of 
,the missing former government offi- 
cial. 


A diagram of the mouth and teeth 


was taken by Dr. Quinn of this city 
at the instance of District Attorney 
Craig when" the body Was exhumed and 
the autopsy held by the county phy- 
sician. ' By isending«the diagram to Mr. 
Goudy's dentist, a positive identifica- 
tion' can' be i secured if the body found 
was that of* the Seattle^ man. 
If the 


theory that the dead man was Goudy 
is proven the ( authorities will go 1o 
work upon a clue which may lead to 
the identification of his slayer. 


The murder theory appears stronger 


than that of suicide and the several 
bits of circumstantial evidence which 
have come to light since the finding of 
the body will be fully Investigated, 
If the body can be Identified as that of 
Mr. Goudy. 


A report was started in the city sev- 


eral days ago that Goudy was seen] 
at Bullfrog since his 
disappearance 


from Reno on June 2. The report ha? 
not been substantiated. 


Mr Craig expects to receive' a reply 


from' the chief 'of police at Seattle 
within a few 
days, 'insomuch 
as 


Goudy was well known in Seattle and 
a man who had been in the public 
print more or less during the last 
few years, and as the report of his 
death here caused quite a sensation In 
the Puget Sound city, Mr. Craig an- 
ticipates but little difficulty in' proving 
or disapproving the Goudy theory.
